Up to 6 feet of "lake effea” snow piled up Sunday 
on an isolated area of nor^em New York state, and 
as much as 3 feet fell into the southern Rockies of 
New Mexico. 

The heaviest snow fell in the sparsely populated 
township of Montague, N.Y., northeast of Syracuse 
atop the Tug Hill Plateau, an area notorious for 
heavy snow by wind blowing off Lake Ontario. 

That brou^t Montague’s total so far this season to 250 
inches of snow, just -40 inches below the average total for 
a whole season, a volunt cer tvea thcr observer said. 

About 20 miles away, the town of Rcdficld had 
picked up 4 feet in 24 hours. 

Scattered snow showers also spread eastward 
across New York state into northern sections of 
Vermont and Maine. 


In the West, up to 3 feet of snow fell overnight on 
the mountains of northern New Mexico, making high- 
ways dangerously slippery. 

Interstate 25 was closed during the morning 
between Santa Fc and Las Vegas, N.M., stranding 
truckers and other travelers, and 140 was brlcQy shut 
do\vn between Moriarty and Tucumcari, state high- 
way, officials said. 

Two feet of snow combined with wind blowing at 
45 mph created high avalanche danger in the 
Wasatch Mountains of nonheasicm Utah, stranding 
thousands of skiers at the Alta and Snowbird resorts 
from Samrday into Sunday afternoon. 

More than a foot of snow was possible overnight at 
higher elevations of Colorado. 

Cold air' spread light snow into Oklahoma, Kansas 
and northern Texas, and freezing rain extended as

(AP) — Atlantis soared into a 
cool, clear sky Sunday and 
began chasing the Russian 
space station Mir to pick up an 
American astronaut. 

“Starting off.the new year 
right,” NASA launch director 
Jim Harrington boasted. 

Aboard Mir, astronaut John 
' Blaha and his two Russian crow 
mates watched a Videotaped 
replay of Atlantis’ punctual pre- 
dawn liftoff. 

Mir was crossing the Galapa- 
gos Islands when Atlantis blast- 
ed off 2,400 miles away with six 
astronauts, including Dr. Jerry 
Lincngcr, Blaha's replacement. 
Within an hour, the shuttle had 
closed the gap by nearly half. 

Atlantis is due at the 240- 
mile-high outpost Tuesday 
night. It will be the fifth time a ' 
shuttle docks with Mir. 

Harrington called Sunday’s 
' launch'“one of those boring - 
countdowns that we like to 


have." He hopes for seven 
more, including three Atlantis- 
Mir dockings as well as the first 
shuttle mission to assemble the 
international space station. 

If Atlantis returns to Earth os - 
scheduled on Jan. 22, Blaha will 
have spent 128 days in space. 
The S4-year-old retired Air 
Force colonel has been living 
on Mir since September.

-NJewIaw-effers— ^ 
health insurance 
to all Idahoans 


BOISE - Regardless of your health, 
you have access to health insurance if 
you sign up in the next 30 days or so. 

Starting Jan. 1, there is 45-day open 
enrollment period so Idahoans can 
obtain coverage under the Individual 
Health Insurance Availability Act, said 
Joan Krosch with the Idaho Department 
of Insurance in Boise. The law became 
effective Jan. 1, 1995. 

“What the Legislature was trying to 
achieve is if someone was not able to 
obtain insurance because of an under- 
writing problem, they’d have a choice of 
a basic or standard plan,” Krosch said. 

Even if you suffer from a pre-existing 
condition, you can’t be turned down for 
insurance, she said. However, there is a 
one-year waiting period on coverage for 
that condition. 

Thirteen companies in the state arc 
mandated, to offer the plans. Under the 
basic plan, there is a $2,500 annual 
deductible and 50 percent co-payment 
Please see INSURANCE.

NCAA to study Improving bowl alliance 

NASHVILLE, Tenn. - The NCAA’s Board of Dircnors has its 
first mission - take a closer look at the bowl system. 

With a new governing system set for approval today at the 
NCAA Convention, the newly created 15-member board will 
review the bowl alliance setup and recommend any changes. For 
now, a playoff is not a top priority. 

“'fere’s a lot of concern about the bowl alliance and whether or 
not it was fair to some teams," Maryland president William 

• Kirwan said Sunday after the President's Commission'was briefed 
I ■ on the NCAA’s role in Division I-A postseason play. 

I The biggest concern this season was the exclusion of WAC 
champion Brigham Young from a top-tier alliance game and the 
absence of Wyoming from the bowl scene altoge^er. 

“If the board can exert influence oh the alliance, that would be 
a start," said WAC commisioner Karl Benson, who last week 
rejeaed an alliance proposal to make four conferences signatory 
members and include them in limited revenue-sharing. 

By January 1998, the board will submit its findings to the NCAA 
and the conferences. The board will consist of a voting majority of 
eight presidents from major football schools. 

' Next season’s bowl alliance will operate the same way it did this 

• season. Four conference champions - from the A^C, Big East, Big_ 
12 and'SEC'-‘gerautomatic'bertHs‘toUhe_Sug'ar7lfiesta ana_ 
Orange bowls and two at-large teams' are selected, the alliance 
ended up with Nebraska and Penn State - both ranked lower than 
BYU -as its at-large teams. • 

After the 1998 season, the super alliance is expected to go into 
effect and ivilj include the Pac-10, Big Ten and Rose Bowl. The* 
new alliance, however, has not been finalized.

than the hype. Oakland educators are 
searching for ways to improve the En- 
glish skills of their 26,000 black stu- 
dents, most of whom are behind a 
grade or receiving special education. 
Rather than teach Ebonics to stu- 
dents, who already speak it and hear it 
Icgitimued in their music, they intend 
to ^ve more teachers a better under- 
standing of the language, its origins 
and its implications. 

This way, they hope teachers can 
better communicate with students and 


inspire them to learn standard English 
so the 2 tcan succeed in the larger soci- 
ety. Apparently, too many teachers • 
now treat black English as wrong and 
low class, its speakers as lazy and dull- 
witted. Since language and culture, are 
pan of a person’s identity, such disre- 
spect and rejection may discourage 
'and alienate black children'- or en* 
-courage-them-to-feel-shame-for-their— 
families. 

IVhether Ebonics is considered a di- 
alect, slang or a legitimate language 
does hot matter as much as the fact 
that it often is spoken in certain black 
neighborhoods and families, just as 
other idioms and accents are used In 
specific r^ons, age groups and ethnic 
groups around the country. A school 
district’^recognidon of this fact need 
not undermine the value of standard 
English or encourage racial sepa- 
ratism.

Balance Wise in recreational tees

Everybody’s looking for a bargain, 
but it seems visitors to American 
recreational areas have been getting a 
...better deal than Americans can af- 
ford. 

-- A congressional audit conducted of- 
all federally operated parks and recre- 
ational facilities indicates fees for use 
— ohparK-lands, cabins and commeraai 
operations are too low to cover the 
cost of maintenance and improve- 
ments. 

One example contained in the audit 
was a Forest Service lot on Minneso- 
ta’s Lake Winnibigoshish that can be 
rented for S355 a year, less than a 
third of the market rate. 

Fees for commercid operations such 
as marinas- and-guide services arc 
based on a system that hasn't been up- 
dated since the ‘60s. It's time congres- 
sional overseers of the Forest Senace 
give the fee policies some careful 
study. Visitors should-riot be fleeced, 
but neither should they get too good a 
bargain. 


States often are charging fees more 
in keeping with the values of facili- 
ties and services, and the federal 
agencies that oversee use of federal 
forest lands should follow their exam- 
ple. 

.In Colorado, marina operators pay 
fees of 7 percent on state land and 2.8 
7 pcrccn^in national forests. For cabins,- 
the Forest Service fee is set at 5 per* 
cent of the land’s appraised value and 
then increased according to trie-Coiu. 
sumer Price Index. But lands haven’t 
been appraised since the late 1970s or 
early 1980s, and increases haven’t 
kept up with rising land values. 

One problem has been that fees col- 
lected by the Forest Service have been 
funnclcd to other federal agencies. 
Recent legislation mandates that 80 
percent of the collections at national 
parks will stay mth the park tvhere it 
is collected. 

Similar provisions should be made 
at all Forest Service properties. Fees 
should reflect land values and cost of 
maintenance, and the fees should re- 
main primarOy at the point of collec- 
tion.

Hikers’ bodies 
found buried _ 
under snow 


INDEX, Wash. — Thi:ee hikers, 

. the focus of an intense search 
since they were reported missing 
two weeks ago near Mount Index 
northeast of Seattle, were found 
dead Sanirday in tents buried by 
an avalanche. 

They were found by members 
of a private search party made 
up mostly of relatives and 
friends, who had continued the 
search after authorities called it 
off last week. 

Sheriffs spokeswoman Jan 
Jorgensen said the bodies were 
found not far from a trailhead 
parking lot near the Sunrise 
Mine and several hundred feet 
away from a spot that had been 
used as a landmg pad for scarch- 
' and-rescuc helicopters. 

The two tents had be'en cov- 
ered by more than 5 feet of snow, 
but it had settled enough to 
allow the top of one of the tents 
to poke through, which is how 
the searchers found the men, 
Jorgensen said. 

Fred Petri, 31, of Snohomish, 
Scott Bennett, 28, of Gold Bar 
and Tim Skadan, 31, of Bothell 
were reported missing when they 
did not return from a hiking and 
-camping trip near Lake Serene 
on Dec 29.

- and animals, boosts the immune 
system, reduces caricer risks, low- 
ers blood' cholesterol, fends off 
adult-onset diabetes, assists in 
weight loss and the conversion of 
fat to muscle, treats lupus and 
chronic fatigue, prolongs life, 
and, yes, fertilizes the libido. 

Those are sweet-somethings 
that we boomers love to hear. 

Until recently, DHEA was dis- 
missed by the medical world as 
unimponant, as an agent that did 
little more than cause acne, 
according to a report on anti- 
aging drugs by Harvard ^Iedical

One of the brain chemicals 
involved in eating behavior is sero- 
tonin, The appetite suppressant 
Redux (dexfenfluramine) works 
'by increasing the amount of sero- 
tonin in the brain. 

Drugs such as dexfenflu-

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Misuse of anti-depressants 
results in serious side effects 


Hospitals changing stance 
on restraint of elderly patients

As the popularity of antide- 
pressants such as Prozac, Zoloft 
and Paxil has increased, so too 
have some little-known prob- 
lems associated with the med- 
ications. 

While rarely lifc-lhrcaiening, 
misuse of this particular class of 
antidepressants, called selective 
serotonin reuptakc inhibitors, 
or SSRIs, can result in three 
conditions, including: 

• Serotonin syndrome, a 
potentially dangerous condition 
in which two or more drugs — 

~boti;.of-u'hich.clcvatc..scrotoalii 

• •• levols'ln tho'body — are taken ' 
together or at close intervals. 

• A withdrawal syndrome 
resulting from stopping certain 
SSm medications abruptly. 

• And a drug interaction 
problem that involves the mix- 
ture of an SSRl with anothcr 
medication that alters how the 
medications are metabolized, 
resulting in too high a dose. 

The potential for problems 
with the SSRIs may come as a 
surprise to consumers and 
' even doctors who have seen

reviews-about the amidepres- ... 

sants — which seem to know 
no bounds . 

The medications, which were 
designed to treat depression, 
arc now being used routinely for 
countless other health and 
behavioral conditions, including 
weight loss, smoking and gam- 
bling addictions and several 
types of compulsive behavior 
disorders. Statistics from 1994 

show-Prozac as the ninth most — 

popularly prescribed medica- 

tion; Zoloft was 20th, and Paxil, 
S3rd. 

SSRIs arc often preferred 
because they cause far fewer 
, side effects compared to older 
mcdications,-and they arc less 
likely to result in an overdose. 

But the expanding use of the 
medications in recent years 
clearly reveals the downside, 
the most serious and under-rcc- 

ognized of which is serotonin , , 

syndrome. 

“Tliere are other side effects 
(associated with SSRIs), but not 
-nearly so problematic as this 
one," says -Dr. -Thomas G. — 
Martin, a University of 
Washington toxicologist who 


recent issue of the Annals of 
Emergency Medicine. 

Serotonin syndrome can be 
caused by any drug that boosts 
serotonin levels or increases the 
sensitivity of serotonin in the 
brain. Serotonin is a ncurotnms- 
mittcr that regulates mood. Too 
little serotonin is thought to 
contribute to depression and 
-other behavioral problems. But 
too much can trigger serotonin 
syndrome. 

Initial symptoms can be sub- 
tle but can escalate to lethar- 
gy, confusion, flushing, sweat- 
ing -and muscle jerks. In 
severe cases, which arc rare, 
respiratory problems can 
occur as well as the destruc- 
tion of red blood cells and kid- 
ney failure. 

While mild versions of sero- 
tonin syndrome may go unrecog- 
nized, the condition can be 
fatal, says Dr. Harvey 
Sternbach, a Los Angeles psy- 
chiatrist who was among the 
first to recognize the syndrome. 
Shortly after Prozac came on 
the market in 1988, Sternbach 
prescribed the medication to a

Tl^ is especially true if the 
redness lasts for at least a few 
days when it appears, is painful 
and is accompanied by fever, 
trouble breathing, hoarseness or 
pain and tenderness anywhere • 
besides the cars where &crc is 
cartilage in the body. 


Drug combinations

patient,’ who took it fdrTTfcw 
weeks and then switched to an 
older antidepressant — a 
monoamine oxidase inhibitor, or 
MAOI — which also elevates 
serotonin. The patient increased 
her dose of the MAOI and suf- 
fered serotonin syndrome, says 
Sternbach, wHo later described 
the cose in a medical journal. 

“It’s hard to know how often 
serotonin syndrome occurs 
because no one does any sys- 
tematic research to try and 
evaluate that. But the main 
issue is that this cpuld be fatal. 
People do die from it,” he 
says 

Serotonin syndrome can be 
triggered by taking an SSRI 


as 60 milligrams, according to 
experts. But the most potential 
for trouble occurs when the 
SSRI is taken together or short- 
ly before or after treatment 
with an MAOI or a tricyclic anti- 
depressant, Martin says. 

“Those combinations are 
probably the worst Those tak- 

ing MAOIs need to be more 
attimcd to.this than anyone,” he 
says. 

In cases of depression that 
have been resistant to other 
treatments, Martin notes, some 
doctors may try an SSRI in 
combination with a MAOI. But 
any drug that increases sero- 
tonin levels in the brain can 
cause the syndrome when 
taken in combination with an 
SSRI or MAOI. 

“What some people don’t 
know, including some physi- 
cians, is it’s not just the SSRIs 
that are serotonergic. Other 
medications arc, too,” says 
Sternbach, .an associate clinical 
professor of psychiatry at 
UCLA; “Some agents aren't 
thought by the public to be sero- 
tonergic.”

an ingredient in many over-the- 
counter cough suppressants; 
and some diet remedies. 

“"One of the really 'tricky areas 
where this becomes a problem 
is these combinations of diet 
suppressants,” Sicrnbacli says. 
“N'i'ith Redux, for example, you 
arc not supposed to prescribe 
SSRIs, but people arc doing 
that. In most people it won’t be 
a problem, but' there are isolat- 
ed cases where if will be.” 

Illicit drugs, including 
cocaine, LSD, mcthamphcia-

cause the syndrome, Martin 
says.- 

The- syndrome is particularly 
tragic because there is no treat- 
ment. In severe cases, doctors 
generally try to treat tiic symp- 
toms, such as lowering body 
temperature and trying to Stop 
seizures and agitation. 

However, experts believe the 
condition may be misdiagnosed 
in emergency rooms and that 
some fatalities arc not recog- 
nized. An autopsy will not 
reveal serotonin syndrome as a 

cause of death. 

. In some cases, experts note, 
the SSRIs can also affect liver 
enzymes that inhibit the metab- 
— ^olism’of other dnjgsrThcTcsoli— 
is that blood levels of the drugs 
increase to high'cr-tban-inicnd- ' 
cd levels. 

Tor example, SSRIs can react 
adversely with calcium channel 
blockers; aniihisiaroincs, such 
as Hismanal or Seldane; and

Sometimes, doctors need to 
simply adjust the dosage of the 
medications if they must be 
taken together. 

“As there are more (SSRIs) 
available, we may sec more of 
this problem,” says Sternbach 
of the adverse drug interac- 
tions. “If there is any question 
about Tvhat consumers arc feel- 
ing, they should call the doc- 
tor.” 

He also advises, users of the - 
SSRIs to consult a^ocior teforc 
..halting the therapy. Stopping 
some brands of SSRIs suddenly 
can -produce disturbing with- 
flr.-iwnl svmntoms. sometimes

Sternbach says. “These mcdica- | 
lions should never be abruptly I 
stopped, except maybe Prozac.

The withdrawal ^clromc can 
feel like “a bad case of the flu,” 
he says, tvith headaches, nau- 
sea, abdominal upset, sweating, 
jittcrincss and experiencing 
- what feels like mild electric- 
shock sensations. Patients may 
find they arc sensitive to noise 
and light. The syndrome can last 
nvo to four weeks. 

While the problems with 
SSRIs remain minimal in com- 
parison to their enormous bene- 
fits, the drawbacks serve as a 
reminder that medications 
should never be taken frivolous- 
ly or in the absence of thorough 
patient education, the experts 
note.

Pure Science wants you to 
believe that the gold flakes can 
aid in “cell exfoliation, skin 
purification, and inercased dreu- 
ladon.” That isn’t supported by 
any evidence other than their 
claim. Cold can’t be absorbed 
into the skin — no mineral can — 
and it can't leach anything into 
the skin.

Dodging the viral bullets of flu season 


■■ Catching the flu is a matter of 
bad luck and, sometimes, a bad 
. education about health and 
hy^ycne. 

Go ahead. Test your'knowl- 
edge. 

Which of -these sick people is 
most likely contagious? 

a) Someone who will come 
down with symptoms of the flu in 
12 hours. 

b) Someone who is feeling (he 
first tingling of a sore throat. 

c) Someone who has been tak- 
ing antibiotics for bronchitis for 
two days but is still coughing

The answer? B. 

Many of the winter respiratory 
illnesses caused by viruses arc 
hi^ly contagious, according to 
Dr. Shirley Fannin, director of 
disease control for the county 
Department of Health Services. 
But that doesn’t mean you’re 
doomed if people in your family 
or at work ore sick. 

Most of the time, the contagion 
accompanies obvious symptoms. 
So, if you know someone who 
looks sick and acts sick, you 
should avoid him or her like the 
plague.-. 

“During the time you are hav- 
ing symptoms, you are conta- 
gious. It usually lasts three to four 
days," Fannin says. 

The common cold starts with 
small, annoying symptoms but 
b^^ over a matter of days. You 
aib contagious from the start. 

Influenza spreads easily 
because the victim is contagious a 
few hours before the first symp- 


tom appears. 

“The incubation period for 
influenza is very short,” Famin 
says. “Influenza is contagious 
within a matter of a few hours 
before the onset of symptoms. 
You can be exposed today and, 
by tomorrow, be infected.” 


If someone in your family has 
just come down with symptoms of 
(he flu, you can quickly seek an 
antiviral medication, such as 
amantadine, to reduce your risk. 
This strategy works some of the 
rime, Fannin says. 

“This probably decreases the 


number of rimses, but it doesnY 
eEminatc them,'' she saj-s. 

Bacterial illnesses, which 
include bronchitis and sinusitis 
and arc usually identifiable by 
ihc'ycUow or green tinge nasal

A new surgical treatment for 
— sevege-^tnphysemai- a - ch conic- 
lung disease- lisually-caused-by- 
smoking. is to be tested in a gov- 
ernment-sponsored study that 
will enroll approximately 2,600 
patients at 18 hospitals across 
the United States. 

The treatment, lung-reduction 
surgery, involves removal of 
about. 20 to 30 percent of each 
lung. Smaller studies have sug- 
gested that the procedure can 
improve lung function in people 
in the late stages of emphyse- 
ma, a disease that affects 2 mil- 
lion Americans. 

But Medicare docs not pay for 
the surgery, which is considered 
experimental, and recent inde- 
pendent assessments by medical 
experts urged that a large study 
be undertaken to evaluate its 
risks and benefits before it is 
widely adopted.''^ 

Ei^tcen medical centers will 
enroll patients in the trial. 
Johns Hopkins University will 
coordinate the data for the 
study, which is jointly spon- 
sored by the National Heart, 
Lung and Blood Institute and 
the Health Care Financing 
Administration, the agency that 
administers Medicare. Patients 


arc to enroll starting late this 
summer.

— People— with- emphysema - 
have suffered progressive and 
permanent destruction of lung 
tissue and cannot maintain 
normal levels of oxygen in 
their blood.

Current treatment includes 
exercise training and nutrition- 
al supplements to maintain 
muscle mass.
